A TIME FOR OPTIMISM 


It’s unlikely that many people will mourn the passing of 
! old 1961. As yea*** pro, it was a grim one, but pretty run of 
the mill. That is not to say it was uneventful. 
It had its share of international crises, domestic prob­ 
lems, memorable sports events, scientific advances, laughter 
and sorrow—perhaps more of some things and less of oth- 
, ers. But on the whole, we are glad to be off with the old 
land on with the new. 
! 
We are fickle, we humans. Only 12 months ago we were 
welcoming the new year of 1961 with high hopes and great 
expectations. Now. it is 1962 that is the magic symbol of 
our desires and dreams. 
And that is the way it should be. For it is fruitless to 
’ weep overlong for the past pleasures of times gone by or 
* to dwell in a regretful shadowland of what-might-have-been. 
It is the future we live for. and whether 1962 proves good 
or bad, we will cast it aside too when the time comes. 
Yet we carry something of the old year, and all the old 
'years, with us, besides the memories of happiness we knew 
or the lessons of mistakes we made. We carry with us a 
sense of the continuity of life, which gives life purpose and 
; meaning. 
This continuity is not just of our own little selves hut of 
the nation, the world and the race. It is just to the extent 
which we identify our individual lives with this greater 
continuity that our own lives acquire value and worth-while- 
ness. 
It is just to the extent that we think in terms of all his­ 
tory and not of single years that we gain a truer perspective 
and a calmer optimism. Too close a scrutiny of any one 
?year could mislead us into either false hopes or enervating 
despair. (Democracy did not lose the world in 1961, nor 
will communism collapse in 1962.) 
We know that in the coming year we will have to make 
do and revise and compromise and eventually accept what 
we get from 1962. But being human, we cannot begin it 
with anything less than the biggest dreams or aim at any­ 
thing less than the complete successes. 
That is why we celebrate the New Year.

HAVE IT BOTH WAYS? 
Can a company, “administer” prices, setting them as it 
chooses regardless of the lawf of supply and demand? 
The Administration evidently has two contradictory an­ 
swers to this question, and uses first one, then the other, 
as it suits Washington purposes. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver long has !>een contending that big 
companies can set prices and make the public pay them. 
The New Frontier has been sympathetic to this view. 
President Kennedy seemed to support the “administered 
price” idea when he wrote to the steel companies, asking 
them not to include in their prices the costs of a wage 
increase under a contract with the Steelworkers* union. 
Producers have been contending that the “administered” 
price idea is nonsense. If they could set their prices regard­ 
less of market conditions and without being held in violation 
of anti-trust laws, why would so many prices go up and 
down instead of always up? 
Now it appears that it is handy for the Administration 
to reverse itself and contend that prices are not “adminis­ 
tered?” Much public apprehension has been expressed that 
New Frontier spending policies, deficits and cheap money 
will cause inflation. 
W’alter W. Heller, chairman of the President’s, Board of 
Economic Advisors, does not want fear of inflation to check 
Administration programs. So he has assured us that prices 
will not rise because there is so much unused capacity among 
producers. This means plentiful supply, and in classical 
economics prices cannot rise when supply exceeds demand. 
Particularly cited is the aforementioned steel industry, which 
is operating at less than three quarters of capacity. 
So, when it is desired to attack business and impose wider 
government controls, we are told that prices are adminis­ 
tered. When Washington wants to lull us about its inflation­ 
ary policies, we are told that prices are, after all, still de­ 
termined by the law of supply and demand. 
Evidently, Washington sees no objection to attempting to 
confuse the people this way, but most people see it as in­ 
tellectual dishonesty.

* 
America’s 68 land grant colleges and universities are, on 
balance, high quality schools—better far than many of us 
may realize. 
Though they represent less than 4 per cent of this coun­ 
try’s colleges, they turn out nearly 40 per cent of the stu­ 
dents with doctors’ degrees. In engineering, biology and 
agriculture, the range runs from 50 to IOO per cent 
Such a performance is an accepted mark of achievement in 
the educational world. With their great breadth of activity 
and their considerable size (accounting for 20 per cent of 
total college enrollment), it gives the land grant institutions 
clear opportunity to lead in the challenging educational era 
ahead. 
They can be expected to play a bigger role in helping oth­ 
er nations, including the newdy independent, broaden their 
base of education. Already most land grant schools are es­ 
tablishing universities in their own image in such places as 
Turkey, Ethiopia, Nigeria, and India. 
Their long experience in technical fields, now* enlarged 
to embrace the liberal arts; their highly democratized en­ 
rollment programs, and their competence in field extension 
work make their pattern immensely attractive to struggling 
new lands. 
That same practice in the “extension” of learning, most 
heavily developed in agriulture but substantial on the gen­ 
eral education level in a fair percentage of land grant 
schools, makes them natural centers for a vastly needed 
expansion of adult education. 
The education experts see this as a critical matter for 
those numerous areas with no adult programs. Few schools 
can match the land grant group in taking education into 
the field, right to the points where it is most needed. 
Thirdly, their very size has accustomed these institutions 
to dealing in big numbers and thus fits them to absorb a 
healthy share of the deluge of college students expected ir 
the years ahead. 
This does mean the land grant colleges will take in a larg 
cr part of the total. Their percentage has held fairly con­ 
stant for many years and is thought likely to remain so. It 
does mean they can bear their fair proportion of the future 
load—and do a very good job of it. 
These schools, founded on endowments drawn from th* 
sale of public lands granted them by the federal govern 
ment, are rounding out their first century of life. 
They were at the sore of the revolution that brought high 
cr education in reach of the many. Their success over si 
long a span provides the dramatic underscoring for th 
promise that the land grant colleges will go on as before 
with the crucial task of sharpening men’s talents and wid­ 
ening their understanding.

Legislation now proposed in Con­ 
gress would make it possible for 
American transportation compan­ 
ies to offer “one - package’’ serv.

Regarding past history — both 
past and current. 
Regarding past history, on the 
eve of the Spanish-American War, 
they might note that President 
McKinley kept on his desk an 
offer from the Spanish govern­ 
ment to give us Cuba in order to 
prevent 
wa r . 
McKinley 
sup­ 
pressed the offer because of the 
popular clamor for war. Instead, 
he bowed to that clamor, went 
to war , and now our troubles with 
Cuba are back with 
us all over 
again . Only thistime the clamor 
is for us,

canism. But 14 na* ions have bro­ 
ken relations with Castro, and on 


the whole things are taking a turn 
for the better. 
In brief, we are by no means 
losing the cold war. In the com­ 
petition between capitalism and 
communism, we are ahead. We 
are not ahead by a decisive mar­ 
gin, but we are ahead. The com. 
petition in the days to come a 
not going to be easy. But neither 
was the road followed by those 
who landed in this country 300 
years ago easy; nor tile road 
of 
those who dared pit the future of 
13 struggling colonies against the 
biggest empire in the world; nor 
those who dared push West to 
build up the nation. 
None of it was easy. There 
were no easy solutions then and 
there is none today. Frustrated 
America will have to look else­ 
where for easy solutions. But to 
anyone who has traveled through 
part of Russia, part of Europe, 
and pan of Latin America rn the 
past six months, as I have, I sug­ 
gest 
to the sixth column cohorts 
that tney also travel and then 
come back and be glad they have 
this country to live in. 
Behind 
the Scene* 
Pres dent de Gaulle of France 
got on the trams-Atlantic telephone 
the other day and told President 
Kennedy bluntly that he doesn t 
uke American Ambassador James 
Gavin, a retired general.

Season of Birth Implicated 
In Mental Illness 


The season of birth clearly has 
“ important 
implications 
in 
psy­ 
chiatric illness.” two medical re­ 
searchers said today. 
Herbert Barry, IIT. Ph.D., New 
Haven, Conn., and Herbert Berry 
Jr., M .D., Ph. D., Boston, drew 
this conclusion from a review’ of 
seven independent studies, includ­ 
ing one of their own. reported in 
the current Archives of General 
Psychiatry, published by the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
The studies compared the month­ 
ly birth rate of a total of 30,000 
psychotic patients (m ostly diagnos­ 
ed as 
schizophrenic) 
with 
the 
monthly birth rate of the 
total 
poDulation in the same region. 
The results of all seven studies 
showed 
that 
the 
birth 
rate of 
schizophrenics was above the gen­ 
eral population rate in the first 
trim ester (January-Aor ii) and be­ 
low the general population in the 
second 
trim ester 
< May-August). 
Two additional studies of manic- 
depressives revealed a sim ilar pat­ 
tern. 
Most of the data indicate that 
“ Tile first trim ester is a deleter­ 
ious time to be bom, with the se- 
seeond 
trim ester 
b e i n g 
most 
favorable.” the authors said, How­ 
ever, they pointed out that not all 
investigators have drawn this con­ 
clusion. 
For 
example, 
one 
study 
has 
shown that among samples of emi- 
ent men the largest number were 
bora In the first trim ester and the 
fewest in the second. 
The relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis has been 
explained by some investigators as 
showing evidence that a 
certain 
season of the year is likely to have 
permanent pathological effects on 
mental development when that sea­ 
son coincides w ith a certain critical 
stage of the babv’s development 
either before or after birth, the au­ 
thors said. This interpretation is 
supported by evidence that other 
pathological conditions (including 
mental deficiency 
and perinatal 
m ortality) show the same patterns 
of seasonal variation in birth rate 
as does psychosis, they said. 
Other investigators have explain­ 
ed the relationship between season 
of birth and psychosis by the sup­ 
position that psychotics comprise a 
subgroup which differs from the 
total populatnn in seasonal distri­ 
bution of 
procreations, they said. 
Tile authors said they themselves 
“ Do not 
believe 
that

enough 
evidence at hand to war­ 
rant confident acceptance of either 
of these theories.” However, they 
said:

Both the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Jeffer­ 
son City and the University of Mis­ 
souri Department of Field Crops 
at Columbia provide free testing 
tor farm er samples. 
It is important to get seed sam­ 
ples in early to these laboratories 
if your are to get test results back 
in time to be of use. Corn, cotton 
and soybean seed will be accepted 
during January and February. 
How much seed is needed tor a 
test? The sample you Bend in needs 
to be onequart of the larger sized 
seeds such as corn, cotton and soy­ 
beans. But a pint of grasses or 
legume s«ed ic sufficient. Send 
only in strong containers which 
will not be broken or torn in shij> 
ment. Label samples clearly as to 
name, address, kind of seed and 
lot number. 
It is important that you use care 
in taking your sample. Seed off the 
top of a bin is likely not to repre­ 
sent the whole bin. Seed from just 
a few sacks could give you a wrong 
idea about the whole seed lot.

GOV, DALTON'S 
COLUMN 


A busy year of achievement ends 
early in January for John M. Dal­ 
ton, 44th governor of Missouri. 
Probably never before, accord­ 
ing to veteran observers of the 
capital 
scene, 
has 
a 
Missouri 
governor squeezed so many im­ 
portant accomplishments into the 
first twelve months of an admini­ 
stration. 
Here are some of the things 
Governor Dalton believes to be the 
highlights of his initial year in 
office: 
Fulfillment of the school founda­ 
tion 
program, 
giving the local 
school districts more and better- 
paid teachers, more ecuaational 
equipment and helping hold down 
or reduce local school-tax levies. 
Creation of a new division of 
Commerce and Industrial Develop­ 
ment. led by a commission of out­ 
standing men, which is attacking 
with great vigor the problem of 
moving the state’s economy for­ 
ward. 
The highway 
safety 
program, 
which m et with important if not 
complete success in the legisla­ 
ture, including passage of a point 
system for drivers. The publicity 
attendant to this effort, plug the 
point system itself (which went in­ 
to effect in mid-October), is given 
some credit in the improved high­ 
way safety record this year. At 
mid-December, Missouri had 194 
fewer highway deaths than had 
oecured in the same period of the 
preceding year. 
The 20 Ms percent increase in men­ 
tal health appropriations, and the 
fact tho mental health program is 
going forward without losing stride, 
despite the change in directors. Dr. 
George Ulett, the new director, is 
moving 
energetically 
ahead 
in 
giving the piogram renewed em­ 
phasis along the lines he so suc­ 
cessfully developed in treating the 
mentally' ill at Malcolm Bliss hos­ 
pital, St. Louis. 
Avoiding m ajor tax increases 
whiie creating essential new rev­ 
enues. Budget increases for the 
biennium include $73 millions for 
public schools. $14 millions to meet 
growing enrollment* in the univer­ 
sity and colleges, $13 millions for 
mental health, $7 millions for wel­ 
fare. and enough more to permit 
modest increases in i*y for state 
employees. Thses gains were ac­ 
hieved by more efficient collec­ 
tion of existing taxes, plus small 
hikes in wine, beer, liquor and 
cigarette taxes 
The better roads, streets and 
highways program, which comes 
up for ratification as Amendment 
No. I next March 6. This proposal 
contains the elements recommend­ 
ed by the Governor in his message 
to the Legislature. Although en­ 
acted by the legislature in some­ 
what different form than he had 
suggested. Governor Dalton has 
given the proposed amendment his 
complete endorsement. It provides 
for share-back allocations of state 
gasoline-tax revenue to the coun­ 
ties (for roads) and the cities, 


towns and villages (for streets), 
while maintaining the present gaso­ 
line-tax rate cf 5 cents per gallon. 
No state has a lower rate, but 
Missouri is in position to extract 
from it great benefits to all classes 
of motor traffic. 
Saving tax dollars through better 
administrative practices. Some of 
the Governor’s aims in this field 
have already been put into prac­ 
tice, and others are yet in study 
The Governor insists on a full 8- 
to-5 workday, five days a week, 
for state employees. He has elimi­ 
nated some unnecessary jobs and 
fired some people who were on 
the state payroll but not doing their 
work. Operating problems and em­ 
ployee 
efficiency 
are 
discussed 
once a month in conference be­ 
tween the Governor and each de­ 
partm ent head. Governor Dalton 
also is contemplating the elimina­ 
tion of some state agencies which 
may have outlived their usefulness. 
A‘‘continuity of records” study is 
under way and may result in sav­ 
ings of as much as $2Mi millions 
yearly, plus better use of available 
office space. New purchasing tech­ 
niques have been installed to save 
money in automobiles. Substantial 
savings are expected also from the 
new practice of buying drugs in 
quantity and by 
their 
generic 
names rather than trade names 
for the state hospital. A modified 
“pool” arrangement has been rec­ 
ommended for more efficient use 
of state-owned 
airplanes. Long- 
range budget planning is being 
undertaken for the first time in 
the state’s history. 
A building program of more than 
$40 millions in the design, con­ 
struction 
or completion 
stages. 
Some $17 millions of this consists 
of repairs and rehabilitation of 
existing buildings, including the 
state capitol group, state hospitals, 
penitentiary, penal farms, univer­ 
sity and colleges. New buildings in 
this program include state highway 
patrol headquarters in Jefferson 
City; geological survey building at 
Rolla: agriculture building at the 
state fair grounds; a capitol park­ 
ing facility; dormitories for the 
state school at Higginsville; can­ 
nery at Renz farm ; medium se­ 
curity building at Moberly; clinic 
and administration building at St. 
Louis 
state 
hospital; 
geriatrics 
group at Fulton; employment se­ 
curity buildings at Sikeston, St. 
Joseph 
and 
Hannibal;

Guard 
armories 
completed 
at 
Fredericktown 
and 
Farmington, 
and in design for Rolla, Spring­ 
field, Warren ton and Richmond; 
child psychiatric facilities at St. 
Joseph and St. Louis state hos­ 
pitals, and the projected state of­ 
fice building at Knasa* City. 
The start on a junior college sys­ 
tem with state support. This is the 
first time the state has entered into 
the junior college picture, and it is 
believed by educators to be an 
essential step in meeting th bal­ 
looning 
college 
enrollment fore­ 
seen in the immediate future 
Tile enlisting in the public serv­ 
ice of some 150 outstanding citizens 
who are contributing their time 
and energy without compensation 
toward the betterment of the state. 
They are serving on study groups 
or advisory committees on such 
topics as industrial development, 
higher education, science, juvenile 
delinquency, and the need for a 
constitutional convention. 
The start on an ethics-in-govern- 


ment program, intended to dimin­ 
ish conflicts of interest in state 
government. Here the Governor’s 
recommendations to the General 
Assembly met stiff resistance, but 
-the federal code of ethics was 
adopted for the state, and Gover­ 
nor Dalton is continuing to strive 
for a meaningful statute that will 
put teeth into the punishment of 
ethical violations at ail levels of 
state service. 
Full support of and co-operation 
with

Bi-State Department 
Agency in the St. Louis Area. 
Other efforts and attainments 
by the administration include es­ 
tablishment of the water resources 
board, support of the Wilson Creek 
battlefield and Ozark Rivers na­ 
tional parks, and greatly improved 
maintenance of the capitol and its 
grounds at no additional cost.

As 
farm program s have become m ore 
complex over the years there has 
also developed m ole difference of 
opinion as to what a good sound 
farm progiam should be like. 
In the earlier period the m ost 
commonly proposed program was 
m erely one under which each farm ­ 
e r would do his share in producing 
less. No one would be hurt because 
economists say, that for each I 
percent reduction in a given farm 
product we would expect 2 percent 
to 3 percent increase rn price. The 
general thinking about the govern­ 


m ent's p art was only to set up 
m achinery by which farm ers could 
vote acreage allotm ents and to en­ 
force com pliance with these allot­ 
ments which farm ers m ight im ­ 
pose ,i; on them selves. For exam ­ 
ple. if a 
2 0 percent reduction in 
cotton acreage was agreed upon. 
the farm er who had been growing 
IO acres of cotton would grow 
8 . 
It would be a profitable change, 
since he would get m ore money for 


8 acres than for IO acres without 
allotm ents. Apparently few thought 
of adding to this profit by asking 
the governem ent for a cash pay­ 
m ent on the "lay-out” acres. 
While the benefit to the individ­ 
ual by sharing in restricted pro­ 
duction program s is very real, it 
is intangible and easy to lose sight 
oi. So for some years the govern­ 
ment has been asked to provide 
cash paym ents. Perhaps this is 
causing m any farm ers to think of 
benefits in term s of cash paym ents 
which are no doubt less im portant 
than the increased prices resulting 
from restrictions in production.

H ere's a very clear cut m essage 
prepared by W alter Russell, U. of 
Mo. Extension Poultry man. about 
handling poultry to protect them in 
case of a nuclear bombing. 
In recent m onths you have read 
and heard a g rea t deal of discus, 
sion on how to protect your family 
from radioactive fallout in case 
of a nuclear war. I hope you have 
given serious thought to this m at­ 
ter and have m ade some plans in 
regard to it. 
The im portant thing for all of us 
to rem em ber is that a nuclear w ar 
does 
not necessarily present a 
hopeless situation. We can build 
fallout shelters lo protect our fam i­ 


lies, And, for those who live on 
farm s, we can also do som e things 
to protect our 
livestock. Today, 1 
I*d Uke to review a few things 
that poultry raisers can do to pro­ 
tect their flocks. 
Poultry men are in a better posi­ 
tion to protect their flocks from ra ­ 
dioactive fallout than are other 
livestock fan n ers. The reason is 
that poultry is norm ally housed in­ 
doors and therefore protected to 
some degree. Also, the lethal dos­ 
age of radiation for poultry is ap­ 
proxim ately twice 
that of other 
farm anim als. The lethal dosage I 
for ho g i, for exam ple, is around ! 
450 roentgens; w hereas for poultry 
it is 1000 roentgens. 
Contam ination of feed and w ater 1 
is not as big a problem with poul­ 
try as it is 
with other farm a n i-; 
m ais. Feed and w ater :& contam ­ 
inated only when it contains ra­ 
dioactive dust particles. Most p o u l-, 
try men will have autom atic w at­ 
erers in the house with w ater be­ 
ing furnished by deep well. Feed 
is protected inside the building or 
in m etal bulk bins. 
In an em ergency the m ain tiling 
is to have a clean source of w ater j 
for the birds to drink aud to have 
several 
daysstippiy of feed on 
iiand. The feed 
may have to be 
rationed over a period of several 
weeks. 
lf you have am ple warning that 
fallout is com mg you can take cer­ 
tain precautions to protect Hie poul­ 
try flocks, lf birds are rn an even­ 
ly pc house, for exam ple, you could 
close the doors and windows to 
keep 
raaioacdv'c 
outside. 
Plastic could 
be used to cover 
open side of the building or win. 
dows. And. of course, you could 
m e 
hay 
or 
o.iu*r 
m aterials 
to 
bank along the oueside walls. 
This ig an im portant thing to re­ 
m em ber about eggs — they are re- , 
latively .-ale to eat even if they 
com e from hens that have eatcu 
contam inated feed. The radioac­ 
tive m aterial will collect in the 
shells and very little of it will be 
found in the yolk or egg white. The 
sam e is true of m eat. Most of the 
harm ful collects in the bones of 
anim als. A person can eat the m eat 
and throw the bones away. 
Following an atom ic attack the 
am ount of radiation from fallout 
will decline rapidly. A lot of peo­ 
ple do not understand this. They 
think it will be necessary to let 
their livestock go unattended for 
a long period. This may notoe true 
Civil 
Defense 
officials 
will 
ad­ 
vise people when it is safe to be 
up and around. A person m ay be 
able to leave shelters 
for 
short 
periods within two or three days 
after an attack to care for live­ 
stock and do otner outside chores. J 
Poultry producers m ay 
be ad­ 
vised to hose down their buildings 
with w ater to rem ove the dust and 
to offer further protection to their 
poultry flocks. 
lf your plans for protecting the 
fam ily from fallout are pretty well 
underw ay. I'd suggest you start 
in thinking now- of how you will pro- j 
tect your livestock and poultry. Get 
all the inform ation you can on how 
this can be accom plished. You will 
be surprised how m uch you can 
do now to save valuable anim als 
that m ight other wise be lost if 
no advance planning is done.

What Oilier Papers Say - 


As the 1961 peters out, I en­ 
joy twinges of reflections about the 
changes that have come our way 
in this year now ending, and in 
the quarter of a century which pre­ 
ceded it. 
Mostly I think about 
words that have crept into the 
everyday language. 
I am particularly driven to these 
comments 
by 
the 
frequent re­ 
marks 
of 
Greenhouse 
readers, 
some of whom complain that I use 
too many unfamiliar words. Oddly 
enough, often this complaint comes 
from a businessman who is ever 
zealous to add a few dollars to his 
treasury, but reluctant to enrich 
his store of the tools of communi­ 
cation. 
Recently there came a book 
“Scientific Words — Their Struc­ 
ture and Meaning,” from Dueil, 
Sloan and Pearce at S3.50, and this 
made me more than ordinarily 
conscious of the torrent of pew 
words pouring into our everyday 
idiom. 
A quarter of a century ago, for 
example, plastic was an adjeeUve 
describing 
any 
material 
which 
could be molded or shaped; today 
it is a noun, on every tongue and 
all over the house in thousands of 
terms. Not only the materials, but 
the word, is a newcomer, compar, 
atively speaking. 
Consider some others which have 
come to us in recent years. . .anti­ 
biotics, coronary occulision, orbit, 
.satellite, transistor, turboprop, nu­ 
clear reactor, and the new mean­ 
ing of atom; psychiatry, polio, hi. 
fi and steiophonic sound; rock and 
roll. 
Ten years or so ago the expres­ 
sion “rock and roll*’ would have 
meant no more than the proper 
name “Klvis Presley” ; today they 
are in the current vocabulary. You 
argue about how long they will sur­ 
vive. 
The word “ integration” has take 
on a highly specialized and limit­ 
ed meaning, brought about by con. 
troversial court decisions; the cur­ 
rent meaning is not even hinted 
in the 1956 edition of Webster's 
New Internationa] Dictionary. Ac­ 
tually, older meanings of the word 
hav ebeen almost swamped by the 
new connotation. 
Among other words which are re­ 
lative newcomers in our language 
are ethyl, butane, monaural and 
binaural; every child now is as 
familiar with the new polar pro­ 
jection map of the earth as another 
generation was with the MercMer 
projection; the bathysphere, as a 
word, is common to all who read 
newspapers and magazines. 
Information about heart disease 
has made the literate world aware

of cholesterol, a new word; 'a gen 
elation ago any mention of the 
word “calorie” would have brought 
forth the response, probably only 
from a scientist, that it Is the 
amount of heat needed to raise the 
temperature of one gram of wa­ 
ter one degree centigrade. 
Now. almost anybody knows all 
about calories, and can tell you the 
calorie content of everything on the 
menu from anchovies to zucchini. 
You don’t have to be exactly an 
oldtimer to remember when bull 
dozer was a new word; some of 
us. still far from dotage, can re­ 
member when “dial’* became as 
sociated with the telephone. As dial 
came in, operator, or central, went 
out. 
We’ve adopted nylon, and elec­ 
tronics; detergents have taken the 
place of soap. A flat top makes 
as much sense today as ponjola 
did a few years back, or pompa­ 
dour before then. 
Slang, too, ha* added consider­ 
ably to the richness of language; 
music, a movie, or other experien- 
; ce will cause the initiated to e** 
I claim "it turns me on.” 
Sedan and coupe, which came 
into the 
language during early 
days of the automobile, have fad­ 
ed out in favor of hardtop or rag- 
top, but video, meaning television, 
never quite made the grade as a 
popular term. 
In the realm of proper names, 
one must harken back only months j 
to recall that Lumumba, Kasavu-1 
I bu, and Nkrumah, are new; only 
a scant two years ago we were 
introduced to Castro. 
The term “population explosion” 
is a newcomer quickly adopted into 
the vocabulary; any reader knows 
about “holding patterns” near air­ 
port 
approaches; 
the 
youngest 
science - minded boy skips blitneiy 
through "action and reaction.” 
A casual glance through yester­ 
day’s issue of The Commercial ( 
Appeal brings up such terms as 
calypso, austerity programs, the X 
15; cybernetics, electronic compu­ 
ters, geriatrics, summit meetings, 
and hypochrondriac, the latter ap- 
pearing even in the comic strips. 
Many of these, of course, are old 
words, but they have gained vast 
I currency in recent years. 
Thus language grows. May you

Defens of the nation is of para­ 
mount importance and neither Con 
gross nor the public has hesitated 
to give President Kennedy the add.

fenses. 
It will be remembered, however, 
that when the President asked for 
greater defense spending, he also 
urged domestic sacrifices to hold 
down governmental costs in other 
areas. 
Few were the sacrifices. 
Now, what has been known for 
some time is official: The Federal 
Government is going to wind up the 
current fiscal year next June 30 
with a deficit of almost seven bil­ 
lion dollars. 
This is partly because Congress 
was too generous 
in 
allocating 
funds to some bureaus. No bur- 
eau will refuse to spend whatever 
it can get, because that suggests 
it has over . expanded itself. Form­ 
er President Eisenhower once or­ 
dered his Budget Bureau not to 
pass out funds Congress has voted 
in order to prevent a big deficit. 
For this, he was castigated by Ken 
nedy, along with other Democrats 
then in the Senate. 
Today, President Kennedy, while 
not pleading for Budget Bureau 
controls, is begging the spending 
agencies to show' more economy 
and perhaps hang onto some of 
their money. 
Even the Senate minority leader, 
Senator Everett Dirksen <R., IU.) 
says Mr. Kennedy is making a 
“sincere effort” to trim spending. 
The fact remains that failure to 
understand the farm problem and 
some other domestic issues and the 
political impetus to pay off certain 
campaign debts to pressure groups 
are items keeping the Federal Gov­ 
ernment from making the sacrific 
the President so righteously called 
for.
